The huge airship, charged with a 
fresh cargo of mail for its return 
voyage across the Atlantic and new 
passengers, rose slowly into the sky 
again 30 minutes after touching the 
earth. 
At a command from Dr. Eckener, 
who supervised the takeoff, the 250 
soldiers and other members of the 
ground crew cast off the landing 
ropes anil the Zeppelin swung 
slowly about, gaining altitude, and 
headed for downtown Chicago. The 
Zeppelin’s stay was necessarily short 
because there is no mooring mast 
here. 
Captain Lehmann had been di­ 
rected to fly the Zeppelin leisurely 
above the city and then proceed 
northward to Milwaukee for a brief 
flight. 
From Milwaukee the dirigible will 
turn southward and again cruise 
above the world’s fair grounds where 
the afternoon crowds will get a full 
view of the globe-girdling craft.

This is indicated by the latest census bureau report which shows 
that the 1932 death rate was the low’est on record. It was 10.9 per 1,000 
population, which compared with 11.08 for 1931 and 11.3 for 1930. For 
Itao, the year the depression started, the death rate was 11.9. 
These figures* are especially Interesting in view of the statements 
made by some health authorities early in the depression that the lat­ 
ter would seriously affect the general health of the population.

Amendment number eleven on the 
ballot November 7 is one that does 
not concern New Castle or Lawrence 
County directly and yet is such an 
amendment as deserves the support 
of the voters in this county and 
other counties. 
It is known as the Greater Pitts­ 
burgh amendment and merely auth­ 
orizes the General Assembly to pre­ 
sent a charter to the people of Al­ 
legheny County, subject to their ap­ 
proval. This charter would create a 
Greater Pittsburgh and if passed by 
the people of Allegheny County 
would make Pittsburgh the fourth 
largest city in the country, and give

’ The vote on November 7 is merely 
permissive if passed.
